A composition for inhibiting gene expression with reduced 
side-effects comprising an alkylphosphonate CpG t and 
therapeutic methods using it. 

2. Claims: 1-4 (all partially) 

A composition for inhibiting gene expression with reduced 
side-effects comprising an inverted CpG, and therapeutic 
methods using it. 

3. Claims: 1-4 (all partially) 

A composition for inhibiting gene expression .with reduced 
side-effects comprising a 2 , -0-substituted CpG, and 
therapeutic methods using it. 

4. Claims: 1-4 (all partially) 

A composition for inhibiting gene expression with reduced 
side-effects comprising a 5 -methyl cytosine CpG, and 
therapeutic methods using it. 



5. Claims: 1-4 (all partially) 

A composition for inhibiting gene expression with reduced 
side-effects comprising a stereospecific phosphorothioate 
CpG, and therapeutic methods using it. 



6. Claims: 1-4 (all partially) 

A composition for inhibiting gene expression with reduced 
side-effects comprising a phosphotri ester CpG, and 
therapeutic methods using it. 



7. Claims: 1-4 (all partially) 

A composition for inhibiting gene expression with reduced 
side-effects comprising a phosphoramidate CpG, and 
therapeutic methods using it. 

8. Claims: 1-4 (all partially) 

A composition for inhibiting gene expression with reduced 
side-effects comprising a 2 , -5 f CpG, and therapeutic methods 
using it.
